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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. The 
limitation that the Applicant alleges that Shimogori does not "execute a second simulation to determine a signal level location of the error" 
is not given patentable weight as it is intended use. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art to order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Although there might not be a need for Shimogori to 
determine the signal level location of an error, it is still capable of doing so. Finally, the limitation of "correcting a code representation of a 
processor associated with the error" is fully anticipated by Shimogori whereas the Applicant appears to be reading limitations not in the 
claim language - correcting code representation of a processor at the signal level. 
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
